Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1913. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEANOR  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Report  I have  now  the  honour  to  place  before  you  refers 
to  the  health  of  the  Heanor  Urban  District  for  the  year  1913. 

A*  This  district  lies  entirely  on  the  coal  measures,  and  is  of 
very  varying  level,  causing  difficulties  in  drainage,  and  neces- 
sitating several  outfalls  for  dealing  with  sewage. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  district  are  chiefly  occupied  in  coal 
mining.  In  addition  to  this  industry,  there  is  a large  hosiery 
factory.  Lace  is  also  made,  and  there  is  a pottery,  wagon- works, 
and  a fire-grate  foundry  in  the  district.  There  is  also  an  impor- 
tant flour  mill.  During  the  year  the  Nottingham  and  Derbyshire 
Tramways  Company  have  laid  their  line  from  Ripley  to  Notting- 
ham. This  tram-line  traverses  the  whole  length  of  the  Heanor 
Urban  District,  and  is  proving  a convenience  to  the  general 
public,  and  is  adding  to  the  importance  of  the  district.  Much 
yet  needs  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  repairing  roads  disturbed 
by  the  laying  of  the  tram-line.  In  many  parts  of  the  district  the 
roads  are  in  a bad  condition,  and  require  urgent  attention.  There 
are  no  hospitals  nor  other  institutions  in  this  district  for  dis- 
pensing gratuitous  medical  relief.  There  is  a cottage  hospital 
three  miles  from  Heanor,  at  Ilkeston,  which  proves  of  marked 
service  to  miners.  The  station  for  Tuberculosis  is  at  Ilkeston. 
The  amount  of  out-door  poor-law  relief  paid  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £1157. 


Population.— At  the  1 9 1 1 Census  the  population  of  the 
district  was  19,  851,  and  at  that  time  the  number  of  houses  in 
the  district  was  3,882,  giving  an  average  of  5’1  per  dwelling. 
The  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  is  20,634 — ■ 
Heanor  15,912  and  Codnor  4722.  The  number  of  new  houses 
erected  during  the  year  was  78.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
in  the  district  is  now  estimated  at  4187.  There  is  at  present  a 
demand  for  houses  in  this  district.  This  does  not  particularly 
apply  to  any  one  class  of  house.  No  empty  houses  are  to  be 
found  in  the  district.  Building  land  in  many  parts  of  the  district 
is  for  sale,  and  there  is  ample  scope  for  small  investors  building 
a house,  if  they  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

The  rateable  value  of  Heanor  is  £43,685,  and  the  assessable 
value  £34,927  ; the  rateable  value  of  Codnor  is  £16,084,  and  the 
assessable  value  £12,739.  The  General  District  Rate  for  the  year 
was  4/-  in  the  £ for  Heanor,  and  3/4  in  the  £ for  Oodnor. 

B,  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  for  this  district, 
along  with  the  borough  of  Ilkeston,  is  obtained  from  the  lime- 
stone in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wirksworth.  The  water  is  ob- 
tained from  Whatstandwell  as  it  issues  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Meersbrook  Sough.  There  is  no  possibility  of  pollution  from  the 
gathering  area.  The  water  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  has  no 
plumbo-solvent  action.  A considerable  amount  of  the  hardness 
is  removed  by  chemical  means  before  the  water  is  distributed.  It 
is  now  ten  years  since  the  water  of  this  supply  was  first  turned 
on,  and  has  proved  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  to  this  district. 
At  the  present  time  the  Water  Board  is  making  a profit  on  the 
undertaking.  Fourteen  houses  in  this  district  are  not  sup- 
plied lrom  the  public  mains.  The  streams  of  this  district  are  the 
river  Erewash,  the  Bailey  Brook,  and  the  small  streams  falling 
through  Shipley  to  the  Nutbrook.  The  outfalls  of  the  various 
sewage  arrangements  for  this  district  ultimately  reach  these 
streams.  The  Bailey  Brook  is  badly  polluted,  and  this  is  by  this 
district  alone,  with  the  addition  of  the  sewage  from  the  hamlet  of 
Wainsgrove,  an  outlying  part  of  the  Ripley  district,  which  pours 
its  effluent  into  the  Bailey  Brook.  The  river  Erewash  receives 
sewTage  and  other  refuse  before  it  reaches  our  district.  From  the 
analyses  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  effluents 
from  most  of  the  outfalls  of  this  district,  it  is  evident  that  the 
filter-beds  require  more  attention  and  better  management. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  those  parts 
of  a rural  character,  has  a system  of  sewerage.  It  appears  to  be 
adequate  for  present  purposes.  Doubts  have  been  expressed  as 
to  the  possibility  of  the  present  sewers  being  efficient,  in;case  all 
pail-closets  were  converted  to  water-closets.  If  this  is  the  case, 
it  should  not  interfere  with  the  conversion  of  pail  to  w7ater- 
closets.  The  sewers  are  efficient  for  present  needs,  and  in  the 


event  of  the  sewerage  being  unable  to  deal  with  the  water  carriage 
of  sewage,  it  is  then  obviously  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  re- 
organise the  sewers.  The  conversion  of  pail-closets  to  water- 
closets  is  a matter  that  must  not  be  impeded,  and  is  too  impor- 
tant to  be  laid  aside. 


The  number  of  privy-middens  in  the  district  is  approximate- 
ly 1027  ; pail-closets  2525,  and  water-closets  843.  Fifty-three 
privy-middens  have  been  converted  into  water-closets,  83  privy- 
middens  have  been  converted  into  pail-closets,  and  one  pail-closet 
has  been  converted  into  a water-closet  during  the  year.  All  new 
properties  built  in  the  district  have  water-closets,  unless  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  arrange  this.  The  system  of  converting 
so  many  privy-middens  into  pail-closets  is  a mistake,  and  is  not 
economical.  Pail-closets  are  an  abomination  nearly  allied  in  all 
that  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  privy-midden.  Their  only  redeem- 
ing feature  is  that  they  do  not  pollute  the  soil.  They  are  a dis- 
gusting arrangement,  and  in  these  days  should  not  exist, 
especially  in  a rising  town  where  there  is  an  ample  water 
supply,  which  mode,  would  save  money  in  the  matter  of 
scavenging.  During  1912  only  nineteen  privy-middens  were 
converted  to  water-closets.  It  will  be  noticed  that  for  1913  the 
number  is  an  improvement,  viz.,  53.  A good  deal  of  this  is  due 
to  the  energy  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  I hope  to  see  the 
improvement  continue  in  the  future.  Every  opportunity  should 
be  taken  to  resist  the  conversion  to  pail-closets.  It  should  not 
be  tolerated  except  where  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  arrange 
for  water  carriage.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  ash- 
bins  ill  place  of  fixtures  during  the  year  is  104. 


Scavenging.  On  the  whole  this  is  done  in  a more  satis- 
factory manner  than  in  past  years.  There  is  an  improvement 
since  the  matter  has  been  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  servants  of 
the  Council,  and  since  teams  for  doing  this  work  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Council.  Drj*  ash-pits  are  emptied  in  the  daytime. 
Pail-closets  and  privy-middens  receive  attention  at  night.  Pail- 
closets  are  emptied  weekly.  Schools  and  common  Lodging 
houses  have  pail  closets  emptied  twice  weekly.  Privy-middens 
are  emptied  approximately  once  in  three  months.  Ashbins  are 
emptied  weekly. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District.— On  the 

resignation  of  Mr.  Long,  Mr.  Bibbs  was  appointed  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Previously  Mr.  Bibbs  held  an  important  office  under 
the  Birmingham  Corporation.  Mr.  Bibbs  is  proving  himself  to 
be  a very  efficient  officer,  and  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
enthusiastic  way  he  attends  to  his  duties.  The  Inspections 
made  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  are  detailed  in  the  following 
tables  :

Principal  Existing  Nuisances.  — Privy-middens 
still,  remain  the  most  important  existing  nuisance.  The  large 
number  of  pail-closets  must  also  be  considered  in  this  respect. 
Badly -paved  yards,  too,  are  common  in  the  district. 

Lodging-Houses. — There  are  three  Lodging-Houses  in 
this  district  controlled  by  the  bye-laws.  One  lodging-house 
keeper  during  the  year  has  been  prosecuted  for  non-observance 
of  the  bye-laws.  There  are  no  underground  sleeping-rooms  in 
this  district,  and  the  only  offensive  trades  carried  on  are  two 
tripe-boiling  establishments. 

Schools. — With  the  exception  of  the  Schools  directly 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  all  Schools  have  pail 
closets.  Those  at  the  Langley  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools  are  so 
near  as  to  constitute  a nuisance.  All  Schools  are  supplied  with 
the  town  water.  The  ventilation  of  the  Langley  Mill  Boys’ 
School  has  been  much  improved.  The  School  needing  most 
urgent  attention  at  the  present  time  from  a sanitary  point  of  view 
(both  as  regards  out-offices  and  ventilation)  is  the  Langley  Girls’ 
and  Infants’  School.  During  the  year  Common  Side  Infants’, 
High  Street  Infants’,  and  Loscoe  Infant  Schools  were  closed  for 
a period  of  four  weeks  in  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of 
measles.  The  children  of  these  schools  were  also  excluded  from 
Sunday  School. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children.  During  the  year 
861  children  have  been  examined — those  examined  on  entering 
School  450  ; those  on  leaving  411.  Forty-five  visits  have  been 
made  to  Schools,  and  79  children  have  been  referred  for  subse- 
quent re-examination.

7*9  in. ; average  weight, 
74  lb.  9*8  oz. 

Defects  found  at  the  school  examination  are  given  in  the 
following  list : — Thirty-three  were  found  to  be  dull  ; seven  of 
these  are  classified  as  being  due  to  late  development,  eight  are 
classified  as  dull  owing  to  physical  defects,  13  as  dull  due  to 
inheritance,  and  five  as  dull  owing  to  parental  neglect,  82  had 
enlarged  tonsils,  30  were  suffering  from  impaired  hearing  due 
to  wax  or  discharge  from  the  ears,  34  had  defective  vision,  three 
suffered  from  squint,  five  from  inflamed  eye- lids,  and  one  from 
tumour  of  the  e\e-lid.  Twenty ’-four  children  were  found  vermin- 


ous,  three  were  found  suffering  from  ring-worm,  seven  from 
impetigo,  two  from  enlarged  glands,  and  two  from  eczema;  15 
suffered  from  deformities  (most  of  these  were  flat-footed),  two 
from  rupture,  one  from  naevus.  One  was  a deaf  mute,  one 
was  an  epileptic,  and  one  suffered  from  chorea.  Ten  were  found 
to  be  anaemic,  four  had  bronchitis  (infants  after  measles),  one 
had  jaundice,  and  six  had  a tendency  to  goitre. 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  have  done  the  home 
visiting  in  a regular  manner,  and  a great  amount  of  time  and 
labour  has  been  spent  in  examining  children  at  the  schools  with 
regard  to  verminous  conditions.  With  regard  to  the  cleanliness 
of  the  children’s  heads,  and  the  prevalence  of  parasitic  and  pre- 
ventive skin  diseases,  there  is  a marked  improvement  in  the 
Schools  compared  w7ith  past  years. 

Milk  Supply.  — The  milk  supply  of  this  district  is  obtain- 
ed from  the  farms  and  small  holdings  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood. A few  farms  of  this  district  send  milk  aw'ay.  One 
case  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  notified  by  the  police — a cowf  on  a 
farm  at  Codnor.  This  beast  was  destroyed,  and  satisfactory  dis- 
infection was  carried  out  on  the  premises.  Forty-four  inspections 
of  cow-sheds  and  dairies  have  been  made.  No  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  been  traceable  to  the  milk  supply. 

Bakehouses. — 17  inspections  of  bakehouses  have  been 
made.  One  notice  has  been  served  with  regard  to  the  cleansing 
of  a bakehouse,  and  two  notices  with  regard  to  structural  defects. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district.  The  con- 
dition of  the  bakehouses  of  this  district  is  satisfactory. 

Meat.  — The  inspection  of  Meat  and  Slaughterhouses  has 
been  attended  to  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  wdth  great  zeal.  His 
attention  in  this  matter  has  resulted  in  many  applications  from 
butchers  seeking  advice  on  conditions  found  themselves.  On  no 
occasion  have  circumstances  occurred  making  any  prosecution 
necessary.  Care  should  be  taken  that  offal  of  any  beast  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  is  destroyed,  otherwise  it  is  easy  to  infect  pigs. 
No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  meat  this  year  has  been  brought  to 
my  notice  where  there  has  been  emaciation  or  affection  of  deep 
glands. 

There  are  31  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  They  are 
regularly  inspected,  and  are  in  good  condition.  182  inspections 
of  slaughterhouses  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  present 
Sanitary  Inspector  holds  a special  qualification  for  the  inspection 
of  meat  and  other  foods. 

Housing.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  inspected 
under  and  for  the  purposes  of  section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  is  66. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which  on  inspection  were 


considered  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  2. 

Representations  made  with  a view  to  making  of  closing 
orders  2 ; closing  orders  made  2. 

Number  of  dwelling-houses  the  defects  being  remedied 
without  the  making  of  closing  orders,  27. 

Number  of  dwelling-houses  which  after  the  making  of  closing 
orders  were  put  into  a fit  state  for  human  habitation,  none. 

Defects  found  : Old  dilapidated  and  damp  buildings  : absence 
of  proper  sanitary  arrangements  and  means  of  cleansing  ; absence 
of  damp  courses ; want  of  light  and  ventilation  ; one  house  has 
been  voluntarily  demolished  and  one  house  has  been  voluntarily 
closed. 

There  are  no  empty  houses  at  present  in  this  district.  78 
new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  At  the  present  time  a 
fair  amount  of  building  is  being  done  and  in  many  parts  of  the 
district  building  land  is  for  sale  to  suit  small  investors. 

Sanitary'  requirements.  These  remain  as  in  former  y^ears. 
Abolition  of  privy-middens  and  pail-closets,  paving  of  yards, 
means  of  flushing  sewers  where  there  is  but  a slight  fall ; an 
efficient  set  of  premises  for  the  Isolation  of  Infectious  Disease ; 
steam  disinfector  required. 

Factories*  On  the  Register,  there  are  62  workshops 
and  16  factories.  The  outworkers’  lists  have  been  duly  received, 
outworkers’  premises  have  been  inspected  and  no  infectious 
disease  has  occurred  in  connection  with  outworkers’ premises. 
Twenty-five  notices  have  been  received  respecting  conditions 
found  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  All  defects  referred  to  in 
these  notices  have  been  remedied. 

C.  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District* 

During  the  year,  a Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed  in 
the  place  of  the  late  officer,  who  resigned. 

Hospital  accommodation  available  for  infectious  disease  is  in 
this  district  unsatisfactory  and  insufficient ; under  the  heading  of 
Infectious  Disease,  this  matter  is  again  referred  to. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted  in  this 
district.  Parts  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.,  and  X.  of  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  were  adopted  Aug.  9th.  1909. 

The  Bye-Taws  of  this  District  require  re-modelling.  Thev 
are  dated  1860. 

Bacteriological  help  is  given  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Practitioners  of  this  district,  both  in  the  matter  of  aiding 
and  establishing  a diagnosis  by  the  County  Council  Laboratory'. 
The  County  Council  Laboratory  is  much  more  used  in  the  matter 
of  tuberculosis  than  in  diphtheria.

Calladine  House,  Heanor, 

Hospital  of  the  Basford  Rural  District. 


88  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified,  62  from 
Heanor  and  26  from  Codnor.  The  number  of  cases  of  particular 
diseases  is  as  follows  Diphtheria  39,  Scarlet  Fever  24,  Enteric 
Fever  8,  Erysipelas  16,  and  Puerperal  Fever  1.  Measles,  too, 
have  been  prevalent  during  the  Spring  and  early  Summer,  and 
necessitated  the  closing  of  some  infant  schools.  Three  cases  of 
Typhoid  occurred  in  one  house  at  Derby  road.  This  house  has 
since  been  demolished  and  replaced  by  three  new  cottages.  The 
means  taken  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  are,  to  visit  the 
premises  at  once,  to  give  instructions  with  regard  to  isolation,  to 
supply  disinfectants,  and  to  prohibit  school  attendance.  School- 
masters are  notified.  Ten  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  In 
connection  with  the  closing  of  schools  for  measles,  the  children 
excluded  are  not  allowed  to  attend  Sunday  Schools.  After  all 
cases  of  infectious  disease  the  premises  are  disinfected  by  the 
servants  of  the  Council. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Calladine  House  is  not  satisfactory 
and  at  the  present  time  a joint  .scheme  between  this  district  and 
the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  is  being  considered. 


E.  Prevalence  of  and  control  over  Tuber- 
culosis. 

Twenty  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  received. 
Some  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  other  than  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
have  not  been  notified.  I have  again  circularised  the  Medical 
Practitioners,  pointing  out  that  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations, 
1912,  came  into  force  early  in  1913. 

The  Nurses  (who  are  Queen’s  Nurses)  of  the  Heanor  Nurs- 
ing Association  have  been  appointed  to  visit  in  connection  with 
Tubercular  cases.  They  do  their  work  regularly  and  well.  They 
give  instruction  with  regard  to  disinfection  and  destruction  of 
discharges  and  the  routine  of  treatment  required  at  home.  The 
Nurses  complain  of  the  difficulty  they  find  in  getting  some 
patients  to  take  advantage  of  fresh  air  and  of  ignorance  and  in- 
difference with  regard  to  disinfection  of  discharges.  There  are 
39  cases  on  the  list  visited  by  the  Nurses  at  the  present  time. 
All  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  nurse  from  Ilkeston 
and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  himself  calls  upon  cases  and  makes 
observations  with  regard  to  detection  of  unrecognised  cases.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  year  was  18,  and  the 
death-rate  was  ‘87.  There  are  in  this  district  13  out-door  shelters 
at  the  present  time.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed 
the  Council’s  Officer  to  look  after  these  shelters,  to  attend  to 
their  erection,  to  supply  disinfectants,  and  to  undertake  any  dis- 
infection required.  In  all  cases  of  death  from  Tuberculosis  dis' 
infection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  servants. 
The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  at  Ilkeston,  about  4 miles 
distant. 


F.  Investigation  of  Other  Diseases. 

There  has  been  no  special  incidence  of  disease  or  influences 
threatening  public  health  other  than  those  commented  on  under 
Infectious  Disease,  that  call  for  special  note  under  this  heading. 
No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  nor  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  have  been 
notified  during  the  year. 

G.  IVleans  for  Preventing  mortality  in  Child- 
birth and  in  Infancy. 

The  midwifery  of  this  district  is  now  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  mid  wives.  The  Heanor  Nursing  Association  have  a 
Certificated  Queen’s  Nurse  entirely  set  apart  for  this  work.  Only 
one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  reported  during  the  year  and 
this  resulted  in  recovery.  The  authority  for  the  Midwives’  Act, 
1902,  in  this  district,  is  the  Derbyshire  County  Council.  The 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted.  Although 
the  infant  mortality  was  as  low  as  65’3  in  1912,  I look  upon  this 
as  due  to  exceptional  climatic  circumstances.  During  1913,  the 
rate  has  risen  to  115*6.  About  99  deaths  per  1000  registered 
births  has  been  the  average  for  the  five  previous  years.  The 
Queen’s  Nurses,  who  work  in  connection  with  the  Heanor  Nurs- 
ing Association,  have  a beneficial  effect  in  spreading  knowledge 
and  giving  practical  advice  with  regard  to  the  care  and  rearing  of 
children.

The  population  of  the  district,  estimated  to  the  middle  of 
the  year  is  20,634.  The  population  of  Heanor  is  estimated  to  be 
15,912,  and  of  Codnor  4722.  The  number  of  births  occurring  in 
the  district  538.  The  previous  year  the  numberwas  612.  During 
the  year,  the  number  born  in  Heanor  was  417  and  in  Codnor  121. 
The  previous  year,  the  numbers  born  were  474  and  138  respec- 
tively. I look  with  some  apprehension  upon  this  steady  and 
continuous  fall  of  the  birth-rate.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
children  born  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  23.  Four  of 
these  infants  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age.  The  birh-rate 
for  Heanor  was  26*2  and  for  Codnor  25*6  per  thousand.  The 
birth-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  26  per  thousand. 

The  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  this  district  is  257. 
Residents  belonging  to  this  district  who  have  died  during  the 
year  outside  the  district  number  29.  These  deaths  are  mostly  in 
institutions  in  the  neighbourhood,  viz.,  the  workhouse  infirmary 
and  the  hospitals  of  the  district.  The  number  of  deaths  referable 
to  Heanor  is  194  and  to  Codnor  63.  The  death-rate  for  the 
whole  district  was  12*4;  for  Heanor,  it  was  12*1  and  for  Codnor 
13*3  per  thousand. 

The  death-rate  from  phthisis  for  the  whole  district  was  *87  ; 
for  Heanor  it  was  *81  and  for  Codnor  it  was  1.05.  The  rate  of 
infant  mortality  was  115*6  per  thousand  births  registered  ; for 
Heanor  it  was  103*1,  and  for  Codnor  157. 

Zymotic  death-rate.  Measles  has  caused  9 deaths,  whooping 
cough  4,  Diphtheria  2,  and  Diarrhoea  8.  There  have  been  no 
deaths  from  Enteric  Fever  nor  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Zymotic 
death-rate  was  1*1  ; for  the  year  previous  the  rate  was  very  low, 
viz.,  ‘4  per  thousand. 

Occupational  Mortality.  These  calculations  are  based  on 
statistics  obtained  at  the  1911  Census  returns.  The  list  of 
workers  in  this  district  over  10  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the 
1911  Census  is  given  in  the  following  table. 


It  will  be  observed  that  there  ar  tw’enty-two  sections,  but  for 
a matter  of  convenience  the}7  have  been  divided  into  nine  groups. 
The  numbers  and  particulars  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis in  each  group  is  given  in  the  following  table.
